LATEST NEWS ‘FROM ANNAM. 
To the Editor of the “ Cumna Matt.” - 


OBINAMAN, returned from a port in 

Annam, has made certain statements 

regarding lato events in that country to tho 
following effect: . 

The Fronch Naval Expedition, he says, 
aftor capturing Tung-king, were about to 
restora the country t tho Annameso, Just 
then, however, it happoned unexpectedly 
that a certain merchant, having had a quar- 
rel with an Annamese official, was execnted 
by the Annamese Government. ¥t is said 
that merchant was Hung Tai-luk (Ng Chi 
Lock) who had come from the Sonth 
(Straita) and waa a British subject. After 
his execution, the Annamese officials said 
that they were really unaware at tho time 
of the nationality of that person, But the 
French officials on the spot are said to have 
declared that it was a case which concerned 
them, and to have argued that, havirig now 
for seven years had a Treaty with Annem 
regarding the opening of the trade ronte to 
Yunnan, which after all had not been open- 
ed yet, thoy had now come with their gan- 
hoats to have this matter attended tu, yet, 
as Hung Tai-luk, n British subject who had 
in a sudden tt of insanity acted im au cx- 
iraordinary manner, bad been put to death 
by the Annamese, the probability vew wos 
that England would take advantage af this 
cago to interfers in the whole affair; but 
whersas this trade route had ulready been 
taken in hand by France, which had dune 
go much for it, it might now bo impossible 
to prevent England nsing this pretext to 
—----— | interefere and dirpute the ronte which 
would then havo roveretitly to be offered by 
the Annamese to the English, and that 
therefore the inturesta of both, Annam and 
France, had been grievously injured, 

The adore statoments have been made to 
us in allcircumstantiality, but thinking 
them over carefully they appear to he like 
ill-founded gossip. Hung Tai-luk was but 
acommercial adventuror, a Chinuman hy 
birth, though he gave himself out for a 
Britiah shbject. But thero is no prouf 
whatever for this assertion. At the time 
tle French troops were still in Tonquin, 
and tho provineisl authorities “of Annam 
were at the timo anxiously engaged in 
guarding and protecting the country, Tai- 
Tuk, howerer, acted in such a reckless man-

excess would have to bo applicd towards re- 
domption of the £300,000, The romaining 
£206,000 might be looked upon as a ancrifice 
made by Russia to assist in the full dovelop- 
ment of the Lines in which the Russian 
Government would thus become so greatly 
interested, that the question of the proper 
maintenance of the Russian Land Lines 
would more than over become an urgent 
one for the Government, - Soa 

As security for the capital thus advanced 
to the Company, shares dnd ‘bonds had to 
be deposit with the Russian Government, 
without,, however, giving tho latter any

Two of 
the defendants admitted that they had 
signed the notes, while the third was the 
duly appointed exceutor of a third party 
whove name was also attached to the notes. 
The spukesman for thé defendants, however, 
aated that the money had been lent to: the 
neighbourhood of Yau-ma Ti to erect a 
teinple. The temple had been built, and 
now there was no inoney te repay the 
plaintiff, for though he and the other two 
defendants had frequently invited the 
neighbours to join together and subscribe 
at least.a portion of the muney due, they 
always got frightened when they heard the 
word money mentioned, and sid they had 
nothing to do with it now. He had been 
greatly perplexed as ts how the money was to 
be raised ; and though he hud formerly been 
possessed of several tens of shops at Yau-ma 
Ti, he had now Jost all, and the property 
which had alao belonged to the deceased 
defendant had also fallen out of the oxecu- 
tor’a hand, He and his companions had 
become the directors of the affair, owing Lo 
a great number of the people of the neigh- 
dourhood putting their chops to a paper 
asking them to become chief men, and also 
asking them to go to Cheong Kie and 
borrow money from him in the first place, 
He wanted his Lordship to tell him if there 
was any means by which they cauld get the 
neighbourhond to subscribe part of the 
money, more or less. 

His Lordship said he did not know of 

any. Had they subscribed anything? 
* ‘The defendant said there had been a sub- 
scription made formerly, but that was before 
the matter wasplacedinhishands.
